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TAWAS CITY — The state’s largest district court, the 81st District, composed of the counties of losco, 
Alcona, Arenac and Oscoda, the largest in the state, no longer has an elected district judge. 


Judge Allen C. Yenior retired effective today, Nov. 30, turning in his retirement papers last week in 
Lansing. 


He will not be replaced. With his retirement, the judgeship ends, the result of legislation enacted in 
2012.
